On  Septeinher  12.  1H41  tliirty-live  gi  een  ireshnien  stay^'ei-iid  almard  the  lioniber, 
'Snecess".  Our  pilot.  Miss  Jane  L\isli,  steered  us  until  May  T942.  The  other  menibeis 
or  the  crew  were  Anna  Marv  Emeric!;,  jjresident;  Don  Hurless,  vice  ])residejit:  Phyllis 
(;allo,\ay,  seci-etary;  liobert  (ianihle,  li-easurer;  and  Evelyn  Collins,  neas  j'eporter-.  We 
glided  along-  smoothly  until  midyear  when  ue  hit  an  air  pocket  wliieh  left  most  of  us 
ratner  shaken.  Donald  Keslar  landed  to  lecovcr  from  airsickness  and  we  had  two  niem- 
heis  to  transfer  to  dilferent  iilanes,  Joaji  Sutton  and  Max  Mercer.  In  the  spring  we  de- 
cided to  land  for  a  sl<ating  party  at  Celina.  Soon  al'tei'  that  we  liad  motor  tiouble  and 
\,fie  forced  to  land  (or  repairs  wlii(h  look  about  three  months. 

Aftei-  lepaiis  weie  comjileted,  ,\\t  took  to  the  aii  again  with  thirty-two  members 
lenuiinlng  aiid  Mr.  Uobort  Kutter-  as  oui-  ]jilot.  \Vc  had  rough  going  and  lost  .seven 
members.  Two  of  them,  Ruby  Billieu  and  Hobeit  Cassel,  bein^g  dissatisfied  with  our 
jjlane  transfeired  to  the  ship.

OHIO  CITY.  Jan.  (i,  2165— (AI^)— An 
intei  esting  docnnient  was  fc.iind  today 
in  the  i-nins  of  an  ancient  school  liiiil- 
ding.  This  document  gives  us  tlie  life 
histii-v  of  each  nienibei-  of  a  class  that 
graduated  from  tliat  school  in  the 
year  U)43.  It  \^as  written  l)y  an  em- 
inent historian  of  that  period,  Gaylord 
Hotfmnn,  who  \\as  a  memlaer  of  that 
class.  Although  tlie  document  \  as  in 
pretty  had  condition  attei-  being  Imi- 
ied  so  niriuy  vcars,  jjai  ts  of  it  can  bo 
read.

"I,  Gaylord  Hcfl'man,  1  eing  a  his- 
torian and  the  last  living  menil  er  of 
the  class  of  1945,  iu  this  year  2025. 
have  decided  to  \^rite  down  for  ])os- 
terity  vhat  happened  to  my  I'ello.i 
classmates  after  our-  graduation. 

Jeanette  Kelly,  Joan  Kline,  anil 
Billie  Kohn.  led  very  successful  lives 
as  nurses.  Jeanette  Kelly  was  made 
superintendent  of  the  Van  Wert  Coun- 
ty Hospital,  where  Joan  Kline  was 
head  nurse,  and  Billie  Kohn  \\as  X- 
l>ay  teclinician. 

Don  Hcjtel  was  a  great  scientist, 
making  several  startling  discoveries 
during  his  lifetime.  His  mcst  famous 
was  his  process  for  extracting  elec- 
tricity from  old  apple  cores. 


Alt  Darwood,  (n'rald  Schaadt,  and 
Cilen  Mosier,  did  a  great  service  fiii 
tlie  youth  of  their  counti-y  by  found- 
ing Ohio  City  University  '(OCU)  uith 
Donald  Hurless,  and  Phyllis  Gallouay 
as  heads  of  the  technical  ti-aining  de- 
]5artment,  Anna  Mary  Emerick  and 
Donna  Br-own  in  the  commercial  de- 
partment, Geor-ge  Wise  as  athletic  di- 
rector, and  Evelyn  Collins  as  head  of 
the   nuisic   depai-tment. 

Bob  Gamble  became  known  by 
many  as  the  manager-  of  a  large  chain 
of  theaters  scattered  throughout  the 
area  in  the  towns  of  Ohio  City,  Will- 
shire,  li'ockford.  Wren.  Dulltown.  and 
Bobo. 

Paulgene  Clouse  was  jDromoted  to 
admiral  of  the  Pacific  Fleet,  while 
Bob  Shaw  was  made  vice  admiral  of 
the  Atlantic  Fleet. 

Phyllis  Switzer,  Marilyn  Mcrgan 
and  Jean  Ledyai'd  chose  to  be  career 
girls  and  organized  the  Switzer-Mor- 
gan-Ledyard  Co.  Inc.,  dealing  in  pop- 
coi'u  and  fudgicles. 

Kari  Brown  gained  woi-ld  wide  le- 
cognition  as  tlie  raiser  of  the  world's 
largest  corn  cr-ops,  on  a  small  farm  on 
the  outskirts  of  Ohio  City. 

lialiih  Taylor  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  president  of  the  Ohio  City 
branch  of  the  Kennedy  Kit  Comijany."
